There are a n u m b e r of rea­ 
sons why you should have your 
soil tested now. 
One 
im portant 
reason is that it will help you a- 
void that rush next spring in m any 
ways.. 
And you will have more 
tim e to get accurate sam ples that 
represent the surface seven inch­ 
es of each different kind of soil in 
each of your fields. 
Rem em ber 
these soil tests are no better than 
the sam ples tested so they 
must 
be properly taken and by having 
more tim e to take them you should 
be able to do a better job. By hav­ 
ing tests m ade now. you will avoid 
the usual spring rush in the soil 
testing laboratory. 
Another reason for getting soil 
tested now is that you can get a- 
head of the usual spring rush for 
fertilizer and liming 
m aterials. 
You will have a better chance to 
get the kind and am ount of plant 
food you need and in the form that 
! will give you the best return for 
the money you invest in them. F er­ 
tilizer prices are often lower in 
the fall than* the spring. 
Your fields will likely be firm er 
this fall than they will be next 
* spring which m akes it easier to 
! spread the fertilizer and lime at 
this time. 
More of the plant foods espe­ 
cially the calcium and phosphate 
will be available to crops 
plant­ 
ed next spring if m aterials 
are 
applied this fall. 
This is espec­ 
ially true if they are plowed under 
or worked into the soil this fall so

they will have a chance to react 
with the soil. 
Another chance for getting bet­ 
ter returns for the money you in­ 
vest in fertilizer is that you may 
have tim e in the fall to test more 
of the fields on your farm . In gen­ 
eral, returns on your fertilizer in­ 
vestm ent will usually be 
highest 
on fields that require the least a- 
mount of soil treatm ent. 


THE USE OF LIM ESTONE 


By Glenn Patton 
P ractically all the lim e used in 
Southeast M issouri is In the form 
of ground lim estone rock. 
An ap­ 
plication of this m ateria] .supplies 
only calcium , or if dolomite is us­ 
ed, both calcium and m agnesium 
are supplied. 
In addition, ground 
lim estone reduces acidity or com­ 
monly called ‘sour” 
soils. 
This 
m akes a m ore favorable soil con­ 
dition for bacteria to live and grow 
The activity of these bacteria are 
highly im portant in the release to 
growing crops of the 
plant food 
nutrients held in the soil. 
This, the effect of the first lim­ 
ing of a piece of ground is likely 
to cause bigger crops because of 
the plant food actually added, and 
also because what is already in the 
soil is usably by crops. Lime adds 
only calcium or calcium and m ag­ 
nesium. 
Yet the crops remove 
other plant nutrients, too. 
And a 
bigger crop rem oves m ore 
from 
the soil than the small one. So the 
increased growth rem oves 
more 
from the soil than the lim e adds. 
This m eans the beneficial effects 
of lime used alone are short tim e 
just one crop or, at m ost a few 
crops. 
This points the need for com ­ 
plete or balanced soil treatm ent. 
But soil treatm ents can't be bas­ 
ed on crop rem oval alone. 
The 
soil may be well supplied with 
some nutrients but short in others. 
The real balanced, the one that 
counts in crop growth is the soil 
pluse supplements to the soil. 
So 
the soil test is made to find out 
what is now in the soil as a basis 
for making supplements 
in 
the 
form of various fertilizers, includ­ 
ing lime. 
Lime cannot take the place of 
other fertilizers. 
It is just as true 
the other fertilizers cannot 
take 
the place of lime. 
There 
arc 
several 
important 
points in 
the successful use of 
lime. 
Three of them are '1 ' put 
on the lime six months to a year 
ahead of the time it is needed as 
ground lim estone needs some time 
to become available in the soil. 
<2> work it into the root zone of 
plants, and <3) use good quality 
limestone. 
Good quality lim estone involves 
two factors. 
The first is purity. 
Some ledges are much better than 
others. 
Producers can’t do much 
about purity except to keep dirt 
and other such im purities out of 
the ground limerock. 
But you 
should find out from the producer 
about the purjty of his lime. 
After soil tests, your recommend 
ations suggests lime needs based 
upon good quality. If the lime us­ 
ed is only 75 percent pure, V4 more 
lime should be used that soil test 
indicates. 


7he other part of qualily is the 
firmness of grind. This is controll­ 
ed by the limestone producer, Find 
out the “ fineness” by asking the 
producer.

Cotton Vole Set 
For December 11 


Cotton growers have an im port­ 
ant decision to make on Tuesday, 
December 11, M urray C. Colbert, 
Chairm an of the Missouri State 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Com mittee, reminds far­ 
m ers. 
On that day, growers will vote 
in a referendum to decide wheth­ 
er m arketing quotas will be in ef­ 
fect for their 1957 upland cotton 
crop. All farm ers who engaged in 
the production of upland cotton in 
1956 will be eligible to vote in the 
referendum. 
“ If at 
least 
two-thirds of the 
growers voting approve the quo­ 
tas," Mr. Colbert exp'ain.s, “ m ar­ 
keting quotas will be in effect on 
all farm s growing upland 
cotton 
in 1957. penalties will apply on 
‘excess’ cotton, and price supports 
to those growers who comply with 
their cotton 
acreage 
allotments 
will be available at the full level 


ol effective supports. 
Under cur­ 
rent legislation, this support will 
be between 75 and 90 percent of 
parity, the minimum level within 
this range depending upon the sup­ 
ply situation at the tim e the de­ 
term ination is made. 
“ If more than one-third of the 
growers disapprove quotas, there 
will be no m arketing quotas or 
penalties, but price 
supports 
to 
eligible growers <who comply with 
their allotments» will be available 
at 50 percent of parity. 
“ In either case, acreage 
allot­ 
m ents will continue in effect for 
the 1957 cotton crop as a m eans of 
determ ining eligibility 
for 
price 
supi>ort.” 
The Chairman pointed out that 
the Secretary of Agriculture is di­ 
rected to proclaim m arketing quo­ 
tas for the next upland cotton crop

John O. Moore, di­ 
rector of the Cornell project, sta­ 
ted that if all 50 million automo­ 
biles in the U. S. suddenly be­ 
came equipped with the five fea­ 
tures, one half million persons an­ 
nually would escape iujurles and 
“a great proportion of our (traf­ 
fic) deaths would be reduced to 
recoverable injuries.”

devices. 
Public W ill Buy Safety 
The second question — on the 
saleability of the features — was 
answered by watching the sales 
results and reviewing the large 
num bers of 
consumer

done at Ford and elsewhere. 
Since two of the five features— 
crash padding and seat belts — 
w ere optional with the customer, 
it w as possible to measure de­ 
mand by totaling up the num ber 
sold. The demand surprised even 
the optimistic Ford staff.

es of each different kind of soil in 
each of your fields. 
R em em b er 
these soil tests are no better than 
the sam ples tested so they 
m ust 
be properly taken and by having 
m ore tim e to take them you should 
be able to do a b e tte r job. By h av­ 
ing tests m a d e now. you will avoid 
the usual spring rush in the soil 
testing laboratory. 
Another reason for getting 
soil 
tested now is that you can get a- 
head of the usual spring rush for 
fertilizer and liming 
m aterials. 
You will have a better chance to 
get the kind and am ount of plant 
food you need and in the form that 
j will give you the best return for 
the m oney you invest in them . F e r­ 
tilizer prices are 
often 
lower in 
the fall than* the spring.

THE LSE OF LIMESTONE 


By Glenn Patton 
P ra ctically all th e lim e used in 
Southeast M issouri is in the form 
of ground lim estone rock. 
An a p ­ 
plication of this m aterial supplies 
only calcium , or if dolomite is us­ 
ed, both calcium and m agnesium 
are supplied. 
In addition, ground 
limestone reduces acidity or co m ­ 
monly called ‘so u r” 
soils. 
This 
m akes a m ore favorable soil con­ 
dition for b acteria to live and grow 
The activity of these bacteria a re 
highly im portant in the release to 
growing crops of the 
plant 
food 
nutrients held in the soil. 
This, the effect of the first lim ­ 
ing of a piece of ground is likely 
to cause bigger crops because of 
the plant food actually added, and 
also because what is already in the 
soil is usably by crops. Lim e adds 
only calcium or calcium and m a g ­ 
nesium. 
Y et the 
crops 
rem ove 
other plant nutrients, too. 
And a 
bigger crop rem oves m ore 
from 
the soil than the sm all one. So the 
increased growth rem oves 
m ore 
from the soil than the lim e adds. 
This m eans the beneficial effects 
of lim e used alone are short tim e 
just one crop or, at m ost a few 
crops. 
This points the 
need 
for c o m ­ 
plete or balanced soil treatm en t. 
But soil tre a tm e n ts can't be b as­ 
ed on crop rem oval alone. 
The 
soil m ay 
be well 
supplied 
with 
som e nutrients but short in others. 
The real balanced, the 
one 
that 
counts in crop growth is the 
soil 
pluse supplem ents to the soil. 
So 
the soil test is m ad e to find out 
w hat is now in the soil as a basis 
for m aking 
supplem ents 
in 
the 
form of various fertilizers, includ­ 
ing lime. 
L im e cannot take the 
place 
of 
other fertilizers. 
It is just as tru e 
the other fertilizers 
cannot 
take 
the place of lime. 
T here 
a re 
several 
im portant 
points in 
the 
successful 
use 
of 
lime. 
T hree of them 
a re *1> put 
on the lime six m onths to a y e a r 
ahead of the tim e it is needed as 
ground limestone needs some tim e 
to becom e available in 
the soil. 
< 2 1 work it into the root 
zone of 
plants, and <3> use 
good 
quality 
limestone. 
Good quality lim estone involves 
two factors. 
The first is purity. 
Some ledges are m uch b etter than 
others. 
P roducers can ’t do much 
about purity except to keep dirt 
and other such im purities out 
of 
the 
ground 
limerock. 
But 
you 
should find out from the producer 
about the purjtv of his lime. 
After soil tests, your recom m end 
ations suggests lim e needs based 
upon good quality. 
If the lime u s­ 
ed is only 75 percent pure, ty m ore 
lime should be used th at soil test 
indicates.
